The  town  is  pleasantly  situated  on  the  escarpment  of  Salisbury  Plain 
and  with  the  recent  development  of  the  centre  its  character  is  slowly  beginning 
to  change.  The  provision  of  a  new  shopping  centre  and  adjacent  and  adequate 
car  parking  facilities  is  drawing  visitors  from  a  much  wider  area.  The 
provision  of  modern  public  lavatories,  for  the  use  of  which  no  charge  is  made,  is 
also  an  incentive  for  motorists  to  visit  the  town  and  at  the  same  time  this 
preserves  the  amenities  of  the  surrounding  rural  district.  The  site  is  healthy 
since  the  escarpment  at  this  position  changes  direction  from  north  to  north-east, 
and  the  prevailing  wind  from  the  south-west  removes  any  suggestion  of 
atmospheric  pollution.  The  chief  landmark,  the  White  Horse,  commemorating 
the  Battle  of  Ethandune  is  a  familiar  sight  to  railway  travellers  passing  through 
the  important  junction  where  the  main  linos  from  Paddington  to  the  West  Country 
and  Southampton  to  Bristol  intersect.

The  figures  for  deaths  include  those  of  members  of  the  Armed  Forces  who  were 
stationed  ir  the  area.

SECTION  E 


GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA., 

a)  Laboratory  Facilities. 

All  samples  requiring  laboratory  examinatiQn  are  sent  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  in  Bath.  Not  on  .y  are  reports  on  these  samples  available  from  the  Medical 
Director  but  he  is  always  w. riling  to  visit  the  District ,  and  the  Medical  Practitioners 
and  myself  find  this  person  il  contact  most  satisfactory. 

b )  Ambulance  Service. 

The  Ambulance  service  is  provided  and  controlled  by  the  Wiltshire  County 
Councils  The  service  in  this  district  is  controlled  from  the  new  station  at 
Trowbridge  (Telephone  No»  Trowbridge  3981 /2)  where  the  station  is  manned  continuously. 
A  sub-station  in  Warminster  also  serves  the  district.  Non-emergency  calls  must 
originate  from  a  doctor,  dentist  or  midwife. 

To  obtain  an  ambulance  in  an  emergcncy:- 

where  there  is  a  dialling  system  in  operation,  dial  999 

where  there  is  no  dialling  system,  lift  the  receiver  and  ask  for  an  ambulance.

PREVENTION  AND  CONTROL  OF  INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 


The  nearest  centre  which  keeps  emergency  supplies  of  sera  for  the 
treatment  of  anthrax  or  botulism  iss-

This  hospital  also  has  supplies  of  human  antitetanus  immunoglobulin  for 
prophylaxis  of  tetanus  if  test  doses  of  tetanus  antitoxin  of  equine  origin?  establish 
that  a  patient  is  severely  hypersensitive  to  horse  serum. 

Supplies  of  ovin©  antjtotanus  serum  are  available  for  the  proplylaxis  and 
treatment  of  tetanus  if  tost  doses  of  totanus  antitoxin  of  oquino  origin  establish 
that  a  patient  is  severely  hypersensitive  to  horse  serum. 

Special  arrangements  for  the  treatment  of  anthrax  have  been  provided  by 
the  South  Western  Regional  Hospital  Board  at  Claverton  Down  Hospital,  Bath.  This 
hospital  also  holds  anti-anthrax  serum  for  prophylactic  use  and  for  the  treatment  of 
patients  sensitive  to  penicillin. 

The  Wiltshire  County  Council  made  arrangements  during  the  year  for 
persons  at  risk  from  anthrax  to  be  immunized  against  this  disease. 

Poisons  Information  Service. 

A  National  Poisons  Information  Service  has  been  established  at  Guy’s 
Hospital,  London,  S.E.1.  (HOP  76OO)  to  provide  information  to  medical  practitioners 
so  as  to  facilitate  treatment  in  cases  of  acute  poisoning.  This  24  hour  service  is 
nut  available  to  members  of  the  public.

Water  Supplies 

Water  to  tbo  Urban  District  is  supplied  by  the  West  Wilts  Water 
Board  from  the  source  at  Wellhead  which  is  connected  to  the  main  Board 
supplies  at  Upton  Scudamore . 

All  occupied  dwelling  houses  in  the  Urban  District  receive  a 
supply  from  the  Water  Board's  mains,  save  for  an  isolated  farm  with  a 
private  water  supply  which  has  been  regularly  sampled  and  shown  to  be 
free  from  pollution. 

Supplies  have  been  sufficient  in  quantity  and  generally 
satisfactory  in  quality  save  in  the  most  important  respect  -  the  fluoride 
content.  In  the  water  supplied  to  Westbury  the  content  is  .14'p.D®m® 

It  is  now  well  known  that  the  fluoridation  of  water  supplies  at  the  level 
of  1.0  p.p.m.  is  a  highly  effective  way  of  reducing  dental  decay  and  is 
completely  safe.  This  most  important  public  health  measure  should  be 
put  into  operation  with  the  least  possible  delay.

Housing. 

During  the  year  45  private  dwellings  were  completed  and  56  Council  dwellings.- 
Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal. 

The  arrangement  made  with  the  Warminster  and  Westbury  Rural  District 
Council  for  the  sharing  of  facilities  at  their  refuse  tip  in  Penleigh 
continues  to  work  satisfactorily. 

Slum  Clearance a 

luring  the  year,  two  clearance  areas,  involving  nine  properties,  one 
Demolition  Order,  involving  three  properties  and  four  Closing  Orders, 
involving  four  properties  were  confirmed  by  the  Council. 

Sewage  Disposal  Works. 

Work  on  the  construction  of  an  additional  filter,  humus  tank  and  five 
sludge  drying  beds,  for  the  purpose  of  dealing  with  trade  effluent,  wras 
completed  during  the  year. 

Difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  conveying  sludge  from  the  sludge 
thickening  tanks  to  the  sludge  drying  beds  and  on  the  advice  of  the  Council’s 
Consulting  Engineers  a  portable  submersible  pump  with  hose  attachments  was 
purchased  for  the  purpose. 

Pood  and  Drugs. 

102  lbs.  of  Meat  and  Pood  Products  were  surrendered  after  being  found 
unfit  for  human  consumption. 

Swimming  Baths. 

The  Swimming  Baths,  open  for  the  Summer  Season  only,  catered  for 
approximately  25? 820  Swimmers,  including  Visitors.
